WASitiN-GTOU CITY, Doc. 20. —Roproseiit- 


ativo Bragg, chairman ot tho committee on 
military allairs, bos submitted a report to 
tho houso criticizing severely tho employ- 
ment of prison labor in tho manufacture of 
boots and shoes at the military prison at 
Loavonworth. Tbo report, after stating that

ot sontenco. transportation to his home, and

in it as to tend to suppress tho crima. In a 
humanitarian point of view much can be 
said in favor ot it, but as an aid to military 
discipline, the committee think it too weak. 
I'lio committee express a hope that in the 
near future tho business of shooicakuig as a 
ponalty for desertion will bo abandoned."

The English branch of tlio Irish iMational

It is tlio trial of every Chris- 
tian man for the life ot hia souL This trial is 
Uill'yriMit from any other in the fact that it is 
both civil and criminal. Tho issues at stake 
are tremendous, and I shall in my Bormoh 
show you, first, whut are tho grounds of 
complaint; then who aro the witnesses in tho 
ionise, and lastly, who are the advocates, 


When a trial w called on, tho first thing is 


to havo tho indictment read. Stand up, then, 
0 Christian man, and hoar the indictment of 
tho court of high heaven ug&iost thy soul! 
lo is an indictment of ten counts, for -thou 
hast directly or indirectly brokon all tho ton 
commandments. 
You know how it "thun- 


dered on Sinai, and when God camo down 
\\o\r tho mountain rocked, and the smoke as- 
eended as from a Binoluui'iiig furnace,'1 aud 
tho darkness gathered thick, and tho' loud, 
deep trumpet uttered Lho words: "The soul 
that siunoLli, it shall die!" Aro you guilty bi* 
not guilty^ Do not put in a negativeplea too 
quick, for I have to announce that "all havo 
sinned and come short of the glory of God.

Still further, thin lawsuit claims damages 


Tbo greatest slumler on iho 
Christian religion is c.n incon^istynt pro- 
fessor. The Biblo says religion is one thing; 
\vo by our inconsistency say religion is somo 
other thing, and what is moro deplorable about 
it is, that people can seo faulW in others while 
thoycannoc see any in themselves, I:' you 
shall at any time find somo miserable old 
gossip, with imperfections from tho crown of 
her head to tho sole of her foot, a perfect 
blotch of sin herself, she will go tattling, 
tattling, tattling all tho years of ber'lifo, 
about tho inconsistencies of others, having no 
idea that sho is inconsistent herself. God 
save the world from tho gossip, female and 
male! I think the males ore tho worst, Now 
tho chariot of Christ's salvation goes on 
through tho -world, but it is our inconsisten- 
cies, my brethren, that block up the wheels, 
while all along the line there ouglit to have 
been cast nothing but pftlm branches, and 
iho shout should have been lifted, "Hosanna 
to tho son of David." 


Now you havo heard tho indictment' read.

"Oh;" says 
Conscience, "1 was born tn hoaveiu I came 
down to bofriend this man, I have lived 
with him. I havo instructed him. I have 
warned him. I ghowed him the right »;id 
tho wrong, advisir-g him to toko tho 01:0 and 
esehow the other. I havo Idudled a gi'Cut 
light in his soul. With a whip of scorpions I

and yet I am compelled to testify on tho 
stand to-day that he has soniotuuos rejected 
my mission.

I havo watched him, 
With this wing I havo defended him, and 
oftentimes when ho knew it not I led him 
into tho greun pastures and besido tho still 
waters.

Holy Spirit, knowost thou this rnn-n \ "Oh, 
yes,*1 says tho holy one, "I know him. I havo 
striven with him .tan thousand times, and 
though sometimes ho did saem to repent, he 
fell buck again as often from his first estate. 
Ton thousand time* ton thousand has he 
grioved Me, although tho Biblo warned him 
saying: 'Grieve not tho Holy Ghost. Quench 
not tho spirit.' Yes, ho has driven Mo back. 
Though I am tho third porson oC tbo Trinity 
ho has trampled on mymissIoD, and tho blood 
of tho atonement that I brought with which 
to cleanse his soul, he sometimes despised. I 
camo from tbo throne of God to convert, and 
comfort, and sanctify, and yot look at that 
man, and seo what ho is compared with what, 
unreaiatod, I would havo made him," 


The evidence on tho part of tho prosecution 


has closed. Now let tbo defense bring on the 
rebuttal testimony. 
What havo you, 0 


Chriitian aoul, to bring in roply to this evi- 
dence of tho World, of tho Conscience, of tho 
Angftl and of the Holy Ghost? No evidence! 
Are ali these things truo? "Yes, unclean, un- 
clean," says every Christian soul. What? 
Do you not begin to tremble at tho thought 
of condemnation? 


We have come now to tho most interesting 


part o? this great trial. Tho evidence all in, 
the advocates speak. The profession of an 
advocate is full of responsibility. In England 
and the United States tboro havo arisen mon 
who in this calling havo been honored by 
their race and thrown contempt upon thoso 
who in the profession have boon guilty of n. 
groat many meannesses. That profession 
will be honorable as long as it has 
attached to it such namas as Mansfield, and 
Marshall, and Story, and Kent, and South- 
ard and William Wirt, Tho court room has 
sometimes been tho scono of very marvelous 
and thrilling things. Somo of you remember 
tho famous Girard will case, whoro ono of 
our advocates ploaded tho causo of tbo Bible 
and Christianity iu masterly Anglo-Saxon, 
evory paragraph a thunderbolt 


Somo of you havo read of tho famous trial 


in Westminster hull of Warren Hastings, tho 
despoiler of India, That great man had con- 
quered India by splendid talents, by courage, 
by bribes, by gigantic dishonesty. Thewholo 


•orld had rung with applause or condemna- 


tion. Gathered in 'Westminster hall was ono 
oE tho most famous audiences ever gathered. 
Foreign ministers and princes sat there. 
Peers marched in clad in ormino and gold. 
Mighty men and women from all lands 
looked down upon iho scene. Araid all that 
pomp and splendor, and amid an excitement 
such 
as 
has seldom been seen in any 


court room, Edmund 
Burko 
advanced, 


a speech which will 
lost as long as 


tue English language, concluding with this 
burning charge, which mado^ Wnrron Hastr 
ings' cringe and cower: "I impench him in 
tho name of tho Commons house of parlia- 
ment, whoso trust .ha haa botrayed. I im- 
peach him !n the r.omo of Iho English nation, 
whoso ancient honor ho has sullied. I ini- 
peaco him in the name of tho people of India, 
whoso rights he has trampled on, and whoso 
country'bo has turned into a desert And, 
lastly, in tho name of human nature, in tbo 
name of both Rexes, in the namo of every age 
and rank, I impeach him as the common ene- 
my and oppressor of all." 


But I turn from tho recitna of tbeso rcom- 


orablc occasions to a grander trial, and I 
bavo to tell, you that in this trial of tho 
Christian for tho .life of his soul tho advo- 
cates aro mightier, wiser and moro eloquent. 
Tlm evidence all being in, Justice rise* 
on behalf of the prosecution to n;al:a his 
plea. With tho Bible open in his hand ho 
reads tho law, storn and inflexible, and tho 
penalty: "The soul that sinneth it shall die.1' 
Theii he says: "0 thou, judgo and lawgiver, 
this is thine own. statute, and all tbo evi- 
dence in earth and heaven agrees in stating 
that this man has sinned against all th^sc en- 
actments. Now let the sword leap from its 
scabbard. Shall a man go through tho vury 
flames of Sinui unsinged? Let tho law bo 
executed. 
Lot judgment 
be pronounced. 


Let him dio. I demand that ho die." 


0 Christian, does it not look very dark for 


tlice? Who will plead on thy s:do in so for- 
lurn a cause? Sometimes a man will be 
t-i-ought into ocourt of law, and ha will havo' 
ro friends and no money, and tbe judge will 
look over the bar and say: "Is there any ono 
v.-ho will volunteer to tako tliis mail's caso 
a::d defend him?" and somo young man rises 
u:i and says: "I will bo his counsel," purbaps 
starting on from that very point to a great 
und brilliant career. Now, In this matter of 
tbe soul, as yoa' havo nothing to pay for 
counsel, do you think that any ono will vol- 
unteer? Tea, ycsj I see ono risincr. He is 


young rnuii, onry sajcors or.agp.. 'I soo Hin 
countenance suffused with tears and covered 
with blood, rmd all the, galleries of heaven 
aro thrilled with tho spectacle. Thanks bo 
unto God! "Wo have an advocate, with tho 
Father, Jesus Christ tho rigatooas.."
